Swiss banks deny shielding 
criminals and tax evaders 


GENEVA (UPI). — Switzerland's 
three biggest banks yesterday an- 
grily rejected charges that Swiss 
laws provide protection to 
criminals and tax evaders. 

Obviously stung by the accusa- 
tions, made in the U.S., France and' 
elsewhere, the three banks issued a 
glossy 10-page booklet saying bank. 
ing secrecy protects the innocent 
rather than shielding the guilty. 

Published by the Swiss 
Corporation, Swiss Credit Bank and 
the Union Bank of Switzerland, the 
booklet said “an end to banking 
secrecy .would not diminish orga- 
nized crime and tax evasion. 

“These must be struck at their 
sources," it said. 

It rejected as “false” recent ac. 
cusations that Switzerland's 
community maintains secrecy “solely 
for reasons of profit and greed, 
while knowingly providing a haven 
for criminal money and a shield 
for tax evaders.” 

Numbered and name accounts, it 
said, have completely equal status. 
The only difference is that the iden- 
tity of the holder of a numbered 
account is known to a smaller circle 
within the bank. 


“Anonymous numbered accounts 
do not exist. The names of all depo- 
sitors are known to the bank,” the 
booklet said.

This conclusion is reached in 
a Falk Institute study by David 
Morawetz, entitled ‘‘Capital Utiliza- 
tion in Israeli Industry.“ Phrased 
another way, Israelis work during 
the daytime, but do not care to doa 
second or third shift. 

The question is, why is this so? Dr. 
Morawetz blames the low cost of 
capital, which creates a tendency to 
over-stock with machinery. But 
Israel's industrialists have a 
different explanation. They blame 
the shortage of labour. 

Dr. Moshe Mandelbaum, Director- 
General of the Commerce and In- 
dustry Ministry, has yet another 
view. He says that Israel's industry 
is built wrongly. Units are small and 
scattered, which does not permit 
long production runs. 

New lines of development policy 
should bring a correction, he 
believes. 

According to Morawetz, the 
governments supply cheap, unlink- 
ed loans, with a view to encouraging 
capital investment. And they 
succeed only too well. Industrialists 
buy more equipment than they need. 
If a manufacturer requires 300 
machine-shifts to produce his 
desired output, he finds it cheaper to 
buy 300 machines and use them dur- 
ing the day only, rather than buy 100 
or 150 machines, and use them day 
and night.

The once-a-month 2 per cent devaluation, adopted in June as.

After ali, loan capital costs more than 
2 per cent a month, at the present time. 

Speculation therefore only becomes feasible if the precise

5 CHRISTIAN  Ander- 
sen, who died 100 years 
this week, is remembered 
mostly for the fairy tales 
he wrote for children. But the 
famous Danish writer, one of the 
world’s most widely read and 
‘loved authors, also wrote half a 
dozen novels, more than 20 
plays, a body of verse (some of 
which was set to music by Grieg, 
Schumann and other com- 
posers) and an autoblography. 
His writings have been 
translated into 100 languages, 
some of them into both Hebrew 

and Yiddish. 

Most of his works have been 
forgotten, as have many of the 
facts of his life. Born in 1805 in 
the small Danish town of Odense 
on the island of Fyn, Andersen 
was the son of a poor but not 
completely uneducated 
shoemaker and an illiterate 
woman who had been a 
prostitute before her marriage. 
When his father died, after. 
serving 88 ἃ soldier in one of 
Napoleon's campaigns, Hans 

was 11 years old, and 
could barely read and write. But 
driven by some inner urge, the 
boy went to Copenhagen three 
years later. Possessing a good 
voice, he earned a meagre Ii 
as a choirboy at the Roya 
Theatre. It was not until he was 
17 that he entered a proper 
- grammar school and eventually 
the university. He was 24 when 
he published his first works — 
not fairy tales, but a satirical 
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extended over a radius of 10 .

This leitmotif of be- 
ing unloved is repeated in many 
of his writings, most poignantly 
in the autobiographical tales 
“Under the Willow Tree," ‘The 
Bachelor's Night-cap" and the 
fable ‘‘Pen and Inkstand." 
These were written after the 


famous Swedish singer Jenny" 


Lind, whom he immortalized in 
his fairy tale “The Nightingale," 
had rejected his offer of 
marriage. 

Another little known fact of 
Andersen's life is that he was 
one of the most famous and in- 
veterate travellers of his time. 
Between 1832 and 1873, he visited 
every country in Europe, with 
the exception of Russia, and was 
received everywhere with 
almost royal honours. In 1841, he 
set out on a long journey that 
was supposed to include the Holy 
Land, but for various reasons he 
got no further than Smyrna. 


‘Poor school’ 


THIS MUST HAVE been a 
matter of regret to Andersen, 
because a Jewish connection ran 
through his whole life, although 
this is rarely mentioned in stan- 
dard biographies. The ‘'poor 
school’ where he learned his 
first letters was in fact the 
elementary school maintained 
by the tiny Jewish community of 
Odense. He shared the warm 
family life of Jewish school- 
mates in Copenhagen. When he 
died at the age of 70, it was in the 
home of a -Copenhagen Jewish 
family. 

The day he first arrived in 
Copenhagen. was September 5, 
1819. Andersen described his

Hans Christian Andersen’s 
Jewish connection

At his grammar school, 
Andergen learned Hebrew and'in 
his autobiographical novel ‘“The 
Improvisatore,"' the hero quotes 
the firat words of Genesis in the 
original — ‘‘Bereshit bara 
Elohim..."' Andersen devotes 
two chapters of this novel to 
Jewish life and sufferings in the 
ghetto of Rome which he visited 
in 1833. 

Then, as now, Denmark was 
friendly to the Jews, had per- 
mitted their settlement in the 
17th century and granted them 
citizenship in 1814. Andersen 
was influenced not only by his 
personal childhood contacts with 
Jews, but also by the liberal at- 
titude towards them of his fellow 
citizens. This is reflected in 
many of his writings. His ‘‘Rabbi 
Meyer" is a moving ballad on a 
Jewish theme. His story, ‘“The 
Jewish Girl’ was written in 
memory of the ‘'poor school’’ in 
Odense. In three of his six 
novels, Jews are among the 
main '‘good'' characters. 

During the last ten years of his 
life, ‘Andersen enjoyed a par- 
ticularly close friendship with 
two leading Danish Jewish 
families. At the home of the 
Henriques, whose saion wag the 
meeting place of the Danish in- 

᾿ telligentsia ond the artistic 
world, he made friends with the 
Melchiors. Dorothy Melchior 
was the sister of Henriques and 
her husband was the well known 
Danish merchant Moritz 
Gershon Melchior. He was stay- 
jing with the Melchiors at their 
country house when he fell 111 
and it was there that he was 
cared for by Dorothy during the 
months before he died of cancer. 
And it was Dorothy Melchior 
who on August 4, 1875 wrote the
